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Charles Huffman Victim of Accident Getting Everything Ready for Big

Charles B. Huffman was seriously in­ 
jured about .1:30 o ’clock Tuesday even­ 
ing while assisting in tearin g down the 
old school high school building. 
This is 
the first accident t ha t has occurred in 
connection with the construction of the 
new school building. 
Mr. Huffman, with several other men, 
was working on the roof on the east side 
of the building when the accident oc­ 
curred. 
The laths and ceiling had been 
torn a w a y from tha t part of the building 
and it was thought t ha t the rafters were 
not sufficiently safe for the workmen 
an d Mr. Huffman was atte m ptin g to lay 
a walk across the rafters, using the g ird ­ 
ers as the principal supports. 
He re­ 
qu e s t e d one of life fellow employes to 
hand him a heavy board which he d e­ 
sired to use in the construction of the 
platform, and walked over the rafters 
to get it. 
As he .was returning with the 
plank one of the ra fte rs gave way, and 
lie fell to the floor below, a distance of 
a bo u t fifteen feet. 
Several „workmen soon reached him 
and when it was found tha t he was in­ 
jured Dr. L. B. Hill was immediately 
called. 
An ex amination showed t ha t his 
collar bone was broken and tha t he was 
injured 
slightly 
internally. 
His 
left 
thu m b was also dislocated and he receiv­ 
ed several other scratches and bruises 
a bout his body. 
He was removed to the 
city hospital where his injuries were 
dressed 
by fDrs. 
GraesS^e, 
Hill 
and 
Luc key. 
Mr. Huffman hail been employed as 
engineer of the hoisting engine which 
will be operated when the new building 
is erected, but as that engine will not be 
needed for several weeks, he was assist­ 
ing about the building in other capac­ 
ities. 
A local contractor stated Tuesday 
before the accident occurred that 
it 
would be necessary to ex ercise the g r e a t­ 
e s t degree of care in te a rin g down the 
obi building, as the walls were very 
weak and there would be danger of them 
falling as soon as the supports were t a k ­ 
en away. 
He said t ha t 
few people 
realized the great danger there was in 
using the old building as it was very un­ 
safe, especially in several parts of the 
building*

The tran sit is a most 
rare occurrence and has not happened 
before in the case of H a i l e y’s comet, a t 
least not since the year 240 B.C. 
The 
probabilities are overwhelmingly against 
sue ho an even as will occur today. 
Only 
three bodies ever transit the sun: they 
are the moon, Venus and Mercury. These 
events, too, are rare in the ease of the 
two planets. 
Mercury will transit in 
November, 1914, and Venus not until 
June, 2004. 
On nex t Monday there will be an 
eclipse of the moon by the e a r th's sha d ­ 
ow. 
It will be visible if the sky is clear 
in this vicinity. 
The moon will enter 
the shadow about 9 o ’clock p. in., and 
the eclipse will be total.

Po lice In Germa ny Find Ev ery Po * * i- 
l» le C'o ntintfeucy Pro v ided Fo r. 
It has been said that in Germany it 
takes one-half of the nation to con­ 
trol the other. Certainly there are im­ 
mense number of police and innumer-, 
able reg ulations to put in force. “Ver- 
boten” ( It is forbidden ) seems almost 
the national motto. 
Berlin Park is 
covered with notice boards, all for­ 
bidding something . 
For instance, y ou 
cannot sit down on any seat y ou like. 
Some seats are marked 
‘¿For Chil­ 
dren Only ," others ‘‘For Adults Only .’’ 
There are separate paths for cy clists, 
pedestrians, riders, lig ht vehicles and 
heavy vehicles, for children and for 
ladies walking alone. 
There are no­ 
tices forbidding people to walk cn the 
g rass and others forbidding dog s to 
walk on the g rass. 
The German dog 
is said to be so thoroug hly accustom­ 
ed to obey ing police reg ulations that 
any dog fcund on the g rass is bound 
to be a foreig n dog . 
The German 
policeman carries a 
small 
library of 
books inside 
his 
blouse. 
He has to make innumerable 
inq uiries and reports' 
No one can en­ 
g ag e a servant without supply ing the 
police with particulars as to her name, 
ag e, nationality , color 
of 
her hair, 
complex ion, state of her teeth, the pe­ 
riod she is eng ag ed 
for and 
many 
many other points. 
She, too, has to 
send in a report. 
Another report has 
to he g iven when she is dismissed, 
telling where she is g oing and g iving 
all 
personal details over ag ain. 
When a householder chang es his place 
of residence the police have to be in­ 
formed 
of his 
income, his 
future 
abode, the number of his family and 
so forth. 
One is forbidden to- leave the front 
door unlocked, to play the piano after 
11. to cross a bridg e on the wrong 
side, to "ramble about in droves after 
dark,” to shoot with a crossbow or 
blowpipes in the street. 
Bulldog s and 
other larg e dog s must alway s make 
their public appearances in muzzles 
and be led by a leash not long er than 
16 inches, and they must walk not on 
the pavement, hut in the street. 
If 
y our dog barks in the street after 10 
o’clock a policeman 
soon 
runs 
up, 
shouting : 
"That —dog — must —not 
—bark." 
Tf y our children are making 
a noise in the street he socn lets y ou 
know that, too. 
And all these crimes 
have a definite fine.

One of our main faults in breathing 
is that we take too short a breath. The 
air g oes only to the upper lobes of the 
lung s, and the lower ones are there­ 
fore uncared for. 
Short breathing is 
really bad fpr the health, as it causes 
a stag nation in the lower part of the 
lung s. 
In brushing y our clothing , if 
y ou took care to remove the dust from 
the shoulders and neg lected to touch 
the sleeves, the former would remain 
in ex cellent condition, while the other 
parts would soon be eaten away by t h 1 
.moths. 
It is the same way with the 
disease g erm; if the air does not g et 
down there reg ularly and stir thing s 
up something is g oing to happen. 
- 
Another fault' is that, of breathing 
throug h our mouths. 
The correct way 
of breathing is, of course, throug h f’ue 
nose, for it is throug h that org an that 
nature seeks to protect us from inhal 
ing dust and 
disease-breeding 
mi 
crobes, it acting as a filter. 
It also 
warms the air waves and sends them 
to the delicate passag es properly heat 
ed. 
A person with this bad habit 
who has been breathing the air of 
i 
heated room, on g oing to the streets 
fills the lung s with a sudden rush of 
cold air, the difference in temperatuie 
often being a number of deg rees, and 
the result is a cong estion. 
Should 
the lung s be in a weakened condition 
the cong estion is often likely to pro­ 
duce disorders of the most dang erous 
kind. 
Nose breathing is also demanded ny 
nature, because the amount of air tak 
en in by this route corresponds to the 
amount which can normally he sent 
t j 
the lung s throug h the air passag e in 
the throat. When y ou breathe throug h 
y our mouth y ou are forc ing the air in, 
as y ou can notice readily when after 
a sudden deep breath y ou g et that feel­ 
ing of "chokiness.” 
Since the value of 
proper breathing in its beneficial ef­ 
fect on health is q uite bey ond esti­ 
mate, all should earnestly seek to at­ 
tain the g reatest possible perfection 
in the practice of this important art.

When he saw me he said: ‘This is the 
honest man whom I will send to my 
red children.’

The winds of 55 y ears have blown over 
my head and silvered it over with g ray , 
and in all that time 1 have never done 
wrong to any man. 
As y our friend, I 
ask y ou to sig n this treaty .” 
Old Shah-bah-skong sprang to his 
feet and said: "My friend, look at me! 
The winds of more than 50 winters 
have blown over my head and silvered 
it over with g ray , but they have not 
blown my brains away ."

But the inventor pro­ 
ceeded to make coal mining machinery 
which lessened the labor of ex tracting 
the raw product from the earth and 
increased the output tenfold. 
Eng land 
to-day bases her hope of ex tending the 
period of her profitable coal mining 
upon the invention of machinery that 
will compensate for the added cost of 
deeper mining . 
In America coal min 
ing machinery has doubled and tripled 
the output. 
A coal dig g er cuts and 
ex tracts the coal fre.m its bed as fast 
as three or four skilled miners could 
formerly do; it falls automatically up­ 
on cars, which sw'ing upward like ele­ 
vators to the lig ht of day , and deposit 
tiieir contents into chutes. 
Down the sooty mass tumbles to the 
breakers, where it is pounded 
and 
broken into sizes suitable for com 
merce. 
Thence it slides on 
to 
th^ 
washery , and comes out at the other 
end to be dumped on cars. 
The cars 
q uickly cross the country to some river 
or bay , where canal boats are waiting 
The transference from the cars to the 
boats, and from the boats to the whole­ 
sale and retail dealers’ coal y ards is 
performed automatically . 
Even when 
the coal comes into our homes it is 
shot down chutes into the cellar, and 
not carried there in buckets and bas­ 
kets as of old. 
And y et, for all this simplify ing of 
labor, this invention of machines tu 
reduce the dust and ashes, nobodv 
likes coal, and we all pray for the time 
to come when its use may be abolish­ 
ed. 
It is not a popular article of com­ 
merce; it is a clu.msy and dirty fuel, 
and in this ag e of invention and dis­ 
covery it seems woefully out of date. 
It is not new machinery to increase 
the output that we are long ing for, but 
the discovery of some new method 
of 
obtaining heat and power.

W ith a view to ex p edit­ 
ing business, it is the p urp ose soon tf 
hold night sessions. 
They are hop ing 
that the mercury In the Washington 
therm om eter will begin to climb with 
in a few days. 
With night sessions, 
hot weather and members desiring to 
get back with the home folks, no doubt 
is ex p ressed that the lawmakers will 
be ready to 
quit certainly by 
July 1 
and p ossibly the last week in June. 
After the railroad bill has been p assed 
by the senate that body will get down 
to the consideration of ap p rop riation 
bills. 
A date will be fix ed this week for a 
Rep ublican house caucus on the p ostal 
savings bank bill. 
A comp romise is 
about to be reached on this measure 
that it is ex p ected will p rove satisfac­ 
tory in the main to the great majority 
of house Rep ublicans. 
Up to date not 
a single administration bill of the first 
imp ortance has been p assed by the 
two houses of congress. 
The house 
has p assed two conservation bills, one 
authorizing the p resident to withdraw 
lands in his discretion and the other 
authorizing agricultural entries on the 
surface of lands bearing coal. 
The 
house also has p assed the railroad bill 
It has taken no action on the p ostal 
savings banks bill, which will, how­ 
ever, soon be reached. 
It has also p ut 
through the statehood bill. 
All of the administration measures 
that have not been p ass€ ‘d have been 
sent to committees in the resp ective 
houses. 
The anti-injunction bill will 
follow the p ostal savings bank bill in 
the house. 
This bill ap p ears to have 
few friends in either house, and if it 


Is p assed it will only be after constant 
urging of the p resident. This bill also 
may be considered at a caucus of the 
house Rep ublicans. 
A conference of house and senate 
leaders will be held this week in an 
effort to fix up a comp rehensive p ro­ 
gram under which the various admin­ 
istration bills shall he hastened to con­ 
ference. 
As things now stand the ad­ 
ministration insists up on the p assage 
of only live bills, namely, the railroad 
bill, the p ostal savings bank bill, the 
anti-injunction measure, the withdraw­ 
al bill and the statehood bill. The be 
lief is general that comp romises will 
come out of conferences ‘on the rail­ 
road and p ostal savings bank, and the 
anti-injunction measure will p ass sub­ 
stantially as it has been rep orted by 
the 
house 
committee on 
judiciary. 
No effort will be made to p ass general 
conservation legislation at this time. 
The administration has lost hop e of 
getting any enactment along this Une 
aside from a bill authorizing the p res­ 
ident to withdraw for p urp oses of con­ 
servation water-p ower sites, coal, oil 
and forest land, embraced in the p ub­ 
lic domain. 
The p resent p olitical sit­ 
uation augurs ill for the statehood bill.
